Defalcations of a Town Vrca- 
surcr. . , 

SnifStaliis on a Sii|>i>osc<l lri'<<- 
, prdacliabic Cliaravlvr. 

_ (Prom the Toronto Mall .) 
Brampton, Oot. 15. — A few woeka iii;o 
thia town sulTered tho Ici-sti by deuth of iin 
old and respiicted fjaitiopi, Alexander 
Armour, who Imd occuijied various posi- 
tions of trust, mid c;irried on biiaiiicss 
h,oro for tho paat thirty years. Tl u di'- 
ceased gentlemoti was hiyhly reapeett'd, 
and waa considered to be a mm of irro- 
proaobable cliaructer. His death was the 
cause of almost <;oncral iiiriiiriiiii^', nod 
his friends spoke with e.xceetiiii.!; reyrot of 
the departuro of a iniin whn tliey liad 
known to lead so good mid tisuful life: 
Thoy lamented that they wculd iiiivi'i- in 
this world see his kindly emilu or hear hix 
pioas words again. He waa revered as a 
saint who had gone to his reward. When 
the remains were depusitud in tlioir l:iHt 
resting-placQ the respect, cf tlio ]iiipiiliLft) 
for the deconsod was further e.xpres.'^cd liy 
the presence of a lar^e aeBuuibLige of ruM- 
dents. On the fulluwiiig'Suiiday a fun 
eial sermon was preached in thu Meilio- 
diat church by the pastor, Rev. J. P. 
German. The reverend genlliiUiBii haaed 
his remarks on tho words, "He wns a 
good man." It need imt bu said tlmt thu 
▼ irtues of the deceaaed were dwidt, upon, 
and his many good action? ecficrilied ui an 
eloquent manner. The late M r. Ariimnr 
had been many years a class leader. Pu- 
pils who had attended his class had fjrown 
up and learned to honor and re.fpeol liini. 
Though he had h.id to oenso aoliiv woric 
with advancing year^ he was Htill au olli 
cial member of the cluirch and always 
ready to promote its welfare.

He, however, ■ wns known to visit 
Toronto very froquently, generally about 
twice a week, and it is suppoaed hu got 
nto dl^oultiea by speculating in atocls.

In the ineantiino affairs of 
state grow hourly more serious and turbu- 
lent between Belgrade, ihe capital of ISer- 
via and the great entrepot of tho trade 
between Austria, and Turkey and Nisaa, 
130 miles distant. In Servia railway traf- 
fic ia already entirely suspended.

YESTERDAr'^ DISPATCHES. 

Tlic hlnrqiiis of liorne 

Is niobbcd and Kotteii-Eg^gcd 
at Brentford. 



LoNiiON, Oct. 24. — It is now evident 
that the parliamentary sampaign will not 
pass off without serious rioting in some 
quarters, aa party feeling, which already 
runs high, daily grows more bitter. The 
Mari^uis of Lorne, liberal candidate for 
Haqiipa^adif' went to Brentford town, 
seven miles we^t 'of London, to deliver a 
campaign speech, and while addroasing 
the electors, waa aaaaulted by a mob with 
rotten eggs, and aomo of them gaining 
the platform smashed the hat over his 
head. The supporters of the marquis 
rushed to his r'sacuo and a fight ensued. 
The noble lord now became so thoroughly 
frightened that he hastily departed from 
the scono and ran through the streets in a 
drenching rain towards a way station and 
immediately departed for London. Mean- 
while the fight continued, the supporters 
of the marquis being roughly handled, 
and becoming discouraged at thoir deser- 
tion by their champion, they retired, 
leaving their contestants masters of the 
Geld. They then seized the'platforhi and 
passed resolutions condemning the policy 
of the liberals. When the Qusen's aon- 
in-law made his appearance as the liberal 
ca'.ididute for Hampatead it oocaaioned 
considerable surprise, and when he put 
forward in his address advanced radical 
opinioiia, tho aurpriso was greatly in- 
croa.sed. Ho adopted Chamberlain's pro- 
graniniu of free education, and advocated 
immediate disestablishment iu Si'otland. 
Flo championed tho principles of the free 
land league, and the withdrawal of en- 
couragement of the sub-division of land; 
suggested that the sale of largo estates, tu 
blue, shoulrl be subject to heavy taxation, 
while sales of land to be divided into 
small lota should bo left duty free. Aa to 
the house of lords, he hardly went so far 
aa the H a mpstead radicals desired, being 
of opinion that that venerable inatitution 
might bo amended by the infusion of 
elected members. He favored the exten- 
sion of local aelf government to Ireland. 

The Rinht Rev. James R. VYoodford, 
D. D., Bishop of Ely, is dead. 

SPAIN. 

London, Oct. 24 — Tho Times corroa- 
pondent at Madrid, telegraphs that the 
Spaniah government has threatened to 
seize ti.^e furniture and books of the school 
belonginir to Ruv. Mr. Jameson, Presby- 
terian minister, and a British aubject, 
unless ho paid twenty-eight pounds for 
stainpj on school account books. Janio- 
son borrowed tho money and paid it in 
order to prevent a seizure. 

The reply of the Spanish government 
to the protest uf Great Britain against the 
recent outiage on the British consulate at 
Havana, is considered evasive and unsat- 
isfactory in official circles here. 

FRANCE. 

Parls, Oct. 24.— It is likely that the 
chamber of deputies will .pronounce in 
favor of a general amnesty to political 
prisoners, including Louise Miohell and 
Prince Krapotkine. 

France haa agreed to enter -the Balkan 
conference, with certain reatriotions.

From a late arrival from, Alaska we 
learn that the summer season there was a 

dry one — an exceptionally dry one — but 
in September the weather became very 
stormy, rain falling almost continually 
and snow on the mountains. The Indians 
in every, village neem to have improved in 
regard to clothing and the building of 
houses, and to have adopted to a curtain 
extent the ways of white men. Several 
Indians are employed by miners, and 
wcrk well, though luanifeating no diaposi- 
tioii to mine upon their own account. The 
mineral interests of the country are evi- 
dently on the eve of great devHlopnient. 
Experts say that, the best mines are 
arotfnd Sitka, and are superior to the 
basin back of Juneau or the mine on 
Douglass Island. Those now minea Are 
now in the handa of a powerful American 
company (of which tlie governor of the 
territory is a member) and Dr. Fuller, 
also a member, is now on his way east, 
and will return shortly and put up a 
stamp/inilL!' The governor intends to 
have two steamer arrivals at Sitka a 
month, and the town will probably be 
made the centre of unmmunicatton with 
di(l'c:ront parts of Alaska. Thuro will 
alao bo a line of sleuiuurs between the 
Aleutian islands and Sitka, if poosibles 
by next summer. The Presbyterian, 
have worked very hard among the In- 
dians, but their eiforta, through some 
miamanageinont, have made them very un- 
popular. We learn from a reliable source 
that Archbishop Soghors will establish a 
priest in Wrangel and ono in Juneau, 
right away, and prepare everything for 
the uatabliahmont of schools and a hou- 
piial to bu kept by aiatera. Thtj fiahing 
intorests are in a very precarioun coiidi- 
tion, tliuro being such litllo sale that 
several caniierioa arc now abandoned; but 
it is thought the depression la only tem- 
porary.- The Biissian priest has been 
withdrawn from Sitka, and it is the 
opinion of some that the Russian (Greek 
church) religion will be entirely discon- 
tinued in the territory. There are many 
miners who are preparing to undertake 
very extensive prospecting next season. 
A considerable number of them will go 
into the Yukon country next year by way 
of Chilooot, which is a channel distinct 
from that of the Chilcat. The latter 
channel ia not markod on tlie Uritiah 
charts, and has been only lately surveyed 
by American naval ofJicora. There is an 
indentation in Muir's glacier a mile in 
width, made since the trip of the steamer 
A neon. The glacier probably never lost 
more of its bulk than it has done this 
year on sicoount of the very hot summer.

WO saw four taken. Ono poor hoy with 
his father, on the other side of the road, 
began vomiting, leaning against the rail- 
ings of the Due d'Aumale's garden. The 
father threw hia arms up in despair and 
then with the help of another aaaisted 
him to walk — home, I ^Bt;ippose. Julia 
put ton drops of laudanum on a piece of 
sugar and gave it to the guard. The lat-

To the Editor:— So long as the Knights 
of Labor confined thenuolves to the legit- 
imate efforts to improve tho condition 
of tho labor market and ridding tho coun- 
try of Chinese thoy wore supported by all 
good citizens. Their UEcfulnesa in tho 
cause thoy profess to chai)orone would 
have been unquestioned and irreaistibla, 
and had thoy confined their efforts to 
the attainment of these objects there can 
be no doubt that speedy success would 
have followed. But when thoy attribute 
the depression in tho labor market to the 
inefficiency of tho local government they 
not only proclaim themaelvca a political 
organization, but partizans of a moat de- 
cided and unreasonable character. This 
is a great pity; because, therefore, the 
workingmen, and many others, regardless 
of party, have been heart and hand with 
them; beaidea, nothing is better calcu- 
lated to alienate tho friendship of a largo 
number of the community than thia un- 
warrantable attack on tho local govern- 
ment. The knights should see to it that 
the political sore-heads are not permitted 
to gobble them up, and subvert a praiae- 
worthy and uaeful society into a partizan 
organization to further their own selfish 
ends. That there are a number of un- 
employed men in Victoria ia no fault of 
the local government. If thero wore 
nothing doing in the country, then I ad- 
mit tho government would be open tD 
censure. But when we find that the bus- 
iness of the country has increased four- 
fold and that there are four times as many 
persona employed since the present gov- 
ernment accepted office than there were 
four years ago, I think there is no reason 
to find fault with the preaent government. 
Mr. W. A. Robertson, president of tho 
Anti-Chineae League, in hia remarka Fri- 
day evening sonaibly said ho could see 
no other chance for the workingman un- 
less the resources of the province were 
developed. With this object hb had 
gone to Queen Charlotte Islands and had 
discovered resources there that would be 
the moans of giving employment to a 
largo number of workingmen in the near 
future." He further intimated that the 
government assisted him in hia explora- 
tion of these islaadB and that they were 
sufficient to support at least a million of 
people. This certainly don't look as if 
the government had neglected tho intei • 
ests of the workingmen. While wishing 
the knights every success in their legiti- 
mate undertakings, I would warn them 
against certain political tricksters, who, 
under the guise of friendship, are trying 
to manipulate tho order to their own vile 
purposes, Workinqman.

Istoryof 'the Panama canal; lio. 
' " will be a record ot ■ fraud almost 'u'npar- 
allolcd in the nnnals of any uatiou. 
Already it has cost the sum of !jil20,000,- 
000. The projectors have in addition a 
debt of ;*!:0,OUO,000, and now they esti- 
mate that to couipass itscompl'ji.son $r>liO,- 
000,000 additional will bo needed. What 
Lave thay lucompliahoJ? Njtliiiig mavo 
than the traiisportutioii to tlit; objOclivo 
point of an unlimited amount of nuicbiu- 
cry, which is useless und ean not even bo 
converted into old iron, as tUo rates for 
freight away from tlio isthmus are 
high as to render piolilless any such ven- 
ture. 

"The Nieamu.^'a route Is uiuloubtctlly 
the best for canal puriioses, bui it is said 
at the same time the longest. The route 
selected by the l''roncli ami Gennuu .syii- 
ilicatu is the sliorte.st, but it is fraught 
with ditllculties wliicdi, I think, have all 
been too ligliily coMsidereil, even if they 
have been eonsidereil at all, 

" i'or instance, lliu land lies very high 
lu places, and tlio ile(!pest portion will bo 
a cut six hundred feet iu depth. Now, 
tbi.' water surface of the caiiul will buvo 
to be 150 feet in width. This will neces- 
sitate ft cut of nearly oighleen liundred 
feet in width at the lop; so you cau easily 
imagine the amount of dirt to be removed. 
The canal lino follows closely the line of 
the I'anuma railroad. The coutriict for 
removing the dirt Las been let 
to a Dutch iuui French syndi- 
cate for s; 1 0,000, 000, and as yet 
the contractors have done nothing. Thea 
they seem to have taken no account of 
the varying aspects of the spring tides. 
Of coiirse they will have to employ an 
elaborate system of locks. In the spring 
the tides on the Pacitic side rise from 
twenty five to thirty feet, while on tho 
gulf coast they are from twelve to (iftoeii 
fuches. These conditions I deem of im- 
portance, and lastly they are using iho 
channel of the Chagres river as a starting 
• point of the canal on the gulf side. Tho 
Chagres is a mountain stream, and in 
times of Uood is a terror to the inbabitaats 
You have beard about a torreu,t rushing 
and jumping. Well, the breast of a tor- 
rent iu the Chagres jii.st jumps along. 
It comes down like a solid wall, bearing 
all before it. They will have to divert 
the entire channel of this stream. Tlio 
canal has now bcea under way four3-car3. 
and tho channel, when completed, will bo 
forty-seven miles iu length. 

"The company has erected a great num- 
ber of houses along tho line, and just to 
give you an idea of Ibo manner in which 
they conduct tlieir business I will tell yoti 
that in their oHico, which is an imnicnsu 
place, they bad at one time over 700 
clerks employed. It seemed at once a 
■ hospital and an asylum for broken-down 
relics of French nobility. Kach window 
of tho oflico had a small balcony, and each 
balcony its lolling KrcMcbinan. When 
one got tired, and went within to either 
pore over tho pages of a French novel of 
questionable moral purity or tho Paris 
papers, another Frenceiuau took his 
placu. If any one appeared with u bill or 
series of accounts he, as like as not, vou'd 
be told to call again, as all bands were too 
bUsy to pay any attention to him. To any 
man attempting to conscientiously dis- 
cbarge hisaufy lhls was discouraging. All 
those fellows did was to draw tbeir 
salarlea I understand, however, that the 
force has recently been materially de- 
creased. 

"In addition I can assure you of one 
thing, and that U, if the Fanaina canal is 
ever completed it will bo by American 
brain and pluck. The way tho present 
syndicate are engaged it will take lOO 
years lohnish tho work.
